On  Sundays  during  the  summer  months,  a  Police  Officer 
was  also  assigned  to  Seeley  Park,  which  resulted  in  much  better 
crowd  control.  Officers  were  also  present  at  all  large  private  par- 
ties, at  no  expense  to  the  Town. 

The  Police  Department  is  grateful  to  the  Fire  Department 
Association  for  the  gift  of  a  portable  radio,  which  will  be  very  use- 
ful to  them.
